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REPORTS ON DEMAND AND PRICES. 


Manufacturers Are Favored With a Good Run of Orders— 
Some Jobbers Say That Business Is Fair, 
While Others Are Complaining. 


Business in the New York market dropped off somewhat 
this week. Even those dealers who are “always busy” this 
week acknowledged in a confidential whisper that trade 
The very hot weather and the lateness of the 
season, they say, have combined to reduce sales. While 
the jobbing is “off” there is apparently little 
change in the mill situation, which still continues unusually 
good for this time of year. Practically all the mills, except 
those making box boards, are busy. Some of them are so 
busy that early delivery is out of the question. That this 
is so the dealers themselves testify and they marvel at the 
independence of the manufacturers on the eve of the sum- 
mer dullness. The satisfactory condition of trade from the 
mill standpoint is really the most notable feature of the 
paper market. All grades of paper are firm in consequence. 
The fact that there is no lowering of quotations to induce 
the placing of new business is the best evidence of the 
strength of the market. Because of the approach of the 
quiet season in the trade the volume of new orders going 
to the mills has been cut down. Notwithstanding this fall- 
ing off the manufacturers are not as yet scouring the mar- 
ket for the purpose of keeping their machines running this 
summer, and while the market is at present pretty firm the 
manufacturers this week predict that the situation will 
grow stronger, especially if the labor troubles, which are 
beginning again, last very long. The strike or lockout in 
the mills in Wisconsin and other States is apt to strengthen 
the market in the East. The strike on Monday of this 
week of the employees in the news mills of the Interna- 
tional Paper Company at Glens Falls, N. Y., has no doubt 
stiffened the market still further on news. 
paper is already scarce and high. Next to news in point of 
strength are book papers, which continue firm at the old 
figures. Writings are also in good shape for this season of 
theayear. Manilas are not as strong as the other grades, 
still there is no drop in their prices. The demand for box 
boards is slow, with quotations weak and unsteady. Paper 
bags are not in as strong demand as they should be. In 
them, especially on the improved or patented .bags, there is

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THE QUESTION OF SHORT WEIGHT. 


[he Recent Editorial in the Paper Trade Journal Causes Dis- 
cussion—J. E. Linde, Secretary of the National Paper Trade 
Association, on the Position of That Organization. 


lhe editorial in THe Paper Trape jourNAL of May 26 
riticising the resolution on the giving of short weight as 
passed by the executive board of the National Paper Trade 
\ssociation at its recent meeting has been the subject of 
considerable comment in the past two weeks. The burden 
f this comment has been that words could not be too 
strong to condemn a practice, limited as it is, which the 
paper trade as a whole looks upon as nothing short of 
criminal. The cheating of customers by giving them less 
than they pay for is evidently not a practice that prevails 
to any great extent in the paper trade, and from the re- 
marks incited by the editorial referred to the leading 
members of the trade feel indebted to the National Asso- 
ciation for bringing up the subject, even though this was 
done in a resolution distinguished for its mildness. The 
facts, these gentlemen say, warranted a stronger expres- 
sion of the trade’s disapproval of the short weight species 
of dishonesty. Of these facts the members of the execu- 
tive board of the National Association are aware. But it 
seems that it is not the policy of that association to assail 
trade abuses with an axe. On the contrary the officials of 
that organization, it is claimed, have from the first ap- 
proached each abuse which they seek to remedy in a quiet, 
conciliatory manner. Their policy in the matter under con- 
sideration has been, it is stated, to let it be known in the 
form of a resolution that the association was cognizant of 
the evil practice and that its officials thoroughly disap- 
proved of it. Should the practicé continue stronger meas- 
ures would no doubt be taken by the association to put an 
end to the giving of short weight. 

In the course of a conversation on the subject, J. E. 
Linde, of New York, secretary of the national association, 
said to a representative of THE Paper Trave JourNAL this 
week: 

“Apropos of the severe criticism in THe Parer Trape 
JourNAL of what you were pleased to call the ‘milk and 
water resolution’ upon the subject of short weights, I was 
very much inclined to answer it, but I am averse to rush- 


desisted. Not that I did not coincide with the main con- 
tention of your editorial that the practice of deliberately 
selling short weight paper is reprehensible and entirely in- 
defensible, nor that the dealer who orders paper falsely 
marked by the manufacturer is the chief culprit. Quite 
he reverse. I fully coincide with Tue Paper Trape Jour- 
NAL upon these points, but I do want to defend the action 
taken by the executive board of the National Paper Trade 
\ssociation. 

1 am violating no confidence when I tell you that the 
subject was very fully discussed, and the fact that the 
practice is at the worst confined to certain localities and a 
‘ew individuals prompted the board to take such conserva- 
tive action. We felt that indiscriminate and sweeping ac- 

ations or denunciations were neither politic nor war- 

ted by the facts and we concluded that it would be suffi- 
it to show dealers and manufacturers that we are alive 
lo the situation and that the National Paper Trade Asso- 
ciation as such condemns and abhors the practice. 
! am not aware, for instance, that false marking is done 
ll mm New York city; it certainly has not come to my 
ce. Why, then, give paper buyers the erroneous im- 
sion which a scathing wholesale denunciation would 
‘tainly convey? In everything that the National Paper 
de Association has done so far, its officers have striven 
be conservative. We are unequivocally opposed to 
ses of every kind, whether perpetrated by the jobber or 
nufacturer, and we do not hesitate to express ourselves 
iat effect; but it is manifestly better to remedy abuses 
‘ conciliatory spirit than to arouse opposition and en- 
We fully believe that the practices at which our resolu- 
was aimed will be abolished. If not we shall not hesi- 
to denounce them in the strongest terms and take such 
her action as seems required by the exigencies of the

A Thousand Million Acres. 


Orrawa, Canada, June 6, 1904.—James M. Macoun, one 
of the Dominion Government explorers, testified before the 
Transportation Commission at its sitting here that the 
sub-aretic forest belt of Canada lying between the settled 
parts of Ontario and Hudson Bay contains 1,000,000,000 
acres. This is part of the country to be traversed by the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway. In view of the extent of 
the forest along the line, the Canadian Forestry Associa- 
tion passed resolutions pointing out the need of protecting 
these in the building of the railway. General Manager 
Hays has written the secretary assuring him that every 
precaution will be taken to protect the forest. Contractors 
will probably be required to see that employees look well 
after fires and prevent their spread. L. 


Williamsburg Paper Company. 

ALToona, Pa., June 6, 1904.—J. F. Ellsworth, of Wil-

This fact is noteworthy, as it is the first 
appearance of a cartoon on the “Paper Trust” in any of 
the Hearst daily papers. In the picture, which is one of a 
series entitled “Our American Peerage,” the “Paper Trust” 
is represented by Artist Opper as a “fat gent” wearing 
military togs. ““The Marquis of Pulp,” as he is called, is 
strolling down the pike with the Countess of Click-Click 
(the “Typewriter Trust”), when the latter sees the little 
man who represents the “Common People” walking on the 
same sidewalk. The Countess screams at the sight, and 
with a kick the Marquis lifts in the air the little man, say- 
ing to him at the same time: “Back to the forest.” This 
cartoon is of interest to the trade in view of the indirect 
charges that have been made that the contract of the In 
ternational Paper Company with Mr. Hearst contained a 
clause binding the latter not to print anything derogatory 
to the interest of the International. The existence of such 
a clause was intimated by Don C. Seitz, business manager 
of the New York World, in his testimony before the 
House Judiciary Committee at Washington, D. C., on April 
5 of this year. In the course of his testimony Mr. Seitz is 
quoted as saying: “The noisiest trust buster in New York, 
owned by a member of Congress, which daily prints a hor 
rifying array of trusts, never puts the ‘Paper Trust’ in 
the band, although it is toting a load of increased cost 
that must mean at least $250,000. It does not dare to 
squeal.”

These can be seen on almost any of the billboards 
uptown in the district from Eighth to Thirty-fourth streets 
The poster is about 4x5!4 feet, yellow in color and printed 
in big black letters. Across its top it reads: “We Manu 
facture Everything Made of Paper.” Then in large letters 
the name and address of the concern appears, and under 
neath that it says “Paper Dealers, Printers, Lithographers, 
Stationers,” &c. This method of attracting business in the 
trade is certainly new. Should the scheme work well one 
may expect to see all the well known local firm names that 
appear in Lockwood's Directory adorning the dead walls 
as one rides uptown. The paper dealers could affowl to do 
this kind of advertising cheaper than ony other class of 
merchants, as they could save at least one profit. Of 
course, the new departure would go against the grain at 
first, as the dignity of the trade would be shocked by the 
proximity of the theatrical and patent medicine and 
whiskey posters, especially the latter. 


The annual dinner of the New York Master Printers’ 
Association will be held at the Continental Hotel, Twen 
tieth street and Broadway, next Thursday evening. As a 
number of paper dealers are associate members of this or- 
ganization the dinner committee of the association has in 
vited W. D. May, president of the Paper Association of 
New York City, to be one of the speakers. As Mr. May 
will be at the graduation exercises of an academy in Penn- 
sylvania at which one of his sons is a student, he has been 
obliged to decline the invitation. In regard to the master 
printers it will be recalled that their association had a 
beautiful scheme a few years ago whereby the paper dealers 
were to become associate members, and as such should 
agree to sell to the printer in the association at 5 per cent 
less than to customers of the printers.

said that he gave his wife $5,000 or $6,000 in Septen 
last as a gift, and in October he gave her $5,000 or $10.

could not say whom he paid.

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APPRAISERS’ DECISIONS. 


The United States Board Decides Two Cases—Importers Win 
Both the Flax Waste and Light Colored 
Cotton Knitted Rag Cases. , 








A decision favorable to the importer was handed down 
on Friday of last week by General Appraiser Somerville 
at New York in the waste flax fibre or “cordelette” case. 
Protest in this case was entered by R. F. Downing & Co., 
of Boston, Mass. The merchandise covered by the protest 
is waste flax fibre in the shape of small threads that are 
too short for further use in spinning. This species of fibre, 
together with the other forms of flax waste, has always 
been entered free of duty. About the first of the current 
year, however, the Treasury Department instructed the 
collectors of customs to assess such merchandise at $20 per 
ton as “tow of flax,” under paragraph 326 of the tariff act 
of 1897. Some of it was assessed at 10 per cent. ad va- 
lorem. As the stock known as “cordelettes” sells for about 
$30 per ton, the duty put on it was prohibitive of its use 
for paper making purposes. Since the new rule of the 
Treasury Department went into effect the importers have 
filed protests on all their entries of such material. The 
question of the validity of these protests has awaited a 
decision of the Board of General Appraisers in the Down- 
ing case, which was in the nature of a test case. On the 
strength of this decision the duties paid will be returned to 
the importers unless the Treasury Department takes an ap- 
peal to the Circuit Court. 


Flax Waste. 

The opinion, written by General Appraiser Somerville, 
follows: 

“The merchandise covered by these protests is all of the 
same kind and description, being flax waste properly rep- 
resented by the accompanying sample marked Exhibit 1. 
In two of the cases the article was assessed for duty at 
$20 per ton under paragraph 326 of the tariff act of 1897, 
which provides that rate of duty for ‘tow of flax.’ In the 
other tw® cases the merchandise was assessed for duty at 
10 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 463 of said act, 
as waste not specially provided for in said act. All of the 
goods are claimed by the importers to be free of duty 
under paragraph 632 of said act. which reads as follows: 

“632. Paper stock, crude of every description, including 
all grasses, fibres, rags (other than wool), waste, including 
jute waste, shavings, clippings, old paper, rope ends, waste 
rope and waste bagging, including old gunny cloth and old 
gunny bags, fit only to be converted into paper.’ 

“In our judgment the testimony taken at the hearing 
shows without any doubt whatever that the goods are not 
tow of flax, within the meaning of said paragraph 326, but 
consist of flax waste, which is used in the manufacture of 
paper. The only controverted question left for us to decide 
is whether it is fit only to be converted into paper, or, in 
other words, whether the article is used to any substantial 
’ extent for other purposes than the manufacture of paper. 
The article is known in France and Belgium, whence it was 
exported, b¥ the name of ‘cordelettes,’ and the foreign

value is about $30 a ton, whereas tow of flax is worth in 
the neighborhood of $200 a ton. It is really a cheap article 
of waste, left over from spinning flax, and known as spin- 
ners’ waste. It would seem from the testimony that about 
85 per cent. of the total importations of goods of this char- 
acter are made at the port of Boston. The evidence satis- 
factorily shows that waste of this kind is used in no sub- 
stantial quantities, if at all, for any other purpose than the 
manufacture of paper, and therefore it falls within the pur- 
view of said paragraph 632, as waste fit only to be con- 
verted into paper. 

“We have compared samples of the present importation 
with the articles of flax passed on by the Board. In re 
Jessup & Moore Paper Company, G. A. 2020, which arose 
under the tariff act of 1890, and also with a sample of flax 
waste covered by one or more unpublished decisions of the 
Board which were held to be free of duty as waste fit only 
to be converted into paper stock. We find that the goods 
under consideration are not distinguishable from those cov- 
ered by the protests above referred to, except that the 
article now under examination is probably of an inferior 
character and of a cheaper grade. 

“Following these decisions, and guided by the testimony 
which appears in the record, we sustain each of the protests 
and reverse the collector's decision, instructing him to pass 
the goods free as claimed, under paragraph 632. For the 
reason mentioned, the present case is clearly distinguishable 
from that of Train, Smith & Co. vs. U. S., 113 F. R. 1020, 
51 C. C. A., 623, affirming Board decision. In re Various 
Importers, G. A. 4406 (T. D. 20,960).” 


Light Colored Cotton Knitted Rags. 


Another important tariff decision was rendered on Fri- 
day of last week by General Appraiser Lunt at New York. 
The paper stock in this case is what is known as light col- 
ored cotton knitted rags. The merchandise covered by the 
protest was entered free of duty in December, 1899, by the 
Train, Smith Company, of Boston, Mass. As the customs 
inspectors claimed they found 6 per cent. of wool in the 
rags free entry was denied it and the stock was assessed 
at Io cents per pound as woolen rags. From this assess- 
ment the importing company appealed to the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers. The hearing on their protest was held 
before General Appraiser Lunt May 13 of this year. 

The decision of the appraiser in this case is expected to 
foreshadow a like decision in the True & McClelland 
case, which involves the same principle. The material 
covered by the protest of the latter company was “mixed 
satinettes.”. The protest in it was heard by Appraiser 
Lunt on May 15. 

In the matter of protest 65,461-F/2542, &c., by the Train, 
Smith Company against the assessment of duty by the Col- 
lector at New York, the decision of General Appraiser 
Lunt is as follows: 

“The merchandise covered by these protests was imported 
into the port of New York in December, 1899, by the 
Train, Smith Company, as shown in the schedule. Duty 
was assessed thereon at the rate of 20 cents per pound as 
waste composed wholly or in part of wool, under para- 
graph 362 of the tariff act of 1897, and it is claimed in the 
protests to be free as paper stock under paragraph 632 or

under paragraph 648 as rags not otherwise specially pro 
vided for. 

“This merchandise consists of worn out cotton stockings, 
some of which were darned with woolen yarn, fragments 
of cotton drawers and rags of old cotton knitted fabrics 
It was bought, imported and sold as paper stock. If ther: 
was some small percentage of wool it was not of a char 
acter to enhance the yalue of the merchandise, but detri 
mental to the only use to which it could be economically 
applied. 

“We find that said merchandise is not waste, but that it 
is paper stock, and fit only for such use. The claims that 
the said stock was entitled to free entry as paper stock is 
well founded and the protests are sustained.” 








Edward Jones Wall Paper Company. 


Troy, N. Y., June 6, 1904—The examination of Edward 
Jones, president and treasurer of the Edward Jones Wall 
Paper Company, was continued last week before Referee 
in Bankruptcy King. Mr. Jones testified that the company 
was incorporated in 1901. Previous to that he conducted 
the business privately. The capital of the company was 
$40,000 and the par value of the shares $50. He sold the 
business to the company for $10,000 cash and then took 
$5.000 worth of stock. The other stockholders were J. M 
Marcellas, H. G. Harden and C. G. Marvin. They all paid 
cash for their stock. He was elected treasurer of the com 
pany September 2, 1903. 





Ontario Canal for Logs.

AMERICAN MILL SUPERINTENDENTS 


Thomas Harvey, an Englishman by Birth, Came of a Paper

The elder, George 
Harvey, is superintendent of the Colin Gardner paper 
mill in Middletown, Ohio, and the younger, Tom Har- 
vey, is superintendent of the Chicago Coated Box Board 
Company's mill in that city. 

Six years ago Mr. Harvey visited England and found 
great improvement there in the paper business since the 
time when in his younger days ‘he had been an active 
worker in its ranks.

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E. J. MERRIAM COMPANY FAILS. 


Petition in Bankruptcy Filed by Three Creditors—Business 
Going Along as Usual Under the Receiver— 
Cause of the Trouble. 

A petition in bankruptcy was filed on Friday against the 
Edward J. Merriam Company, paper dealer, at No. 23 Beek- 
man street. It was alleged that on June 1 the company ad 
mitted in a letter to the creditors its inability to pay its 
debts and willingness to be adjudged bankrupt. The peti- 
tioning creditors are: American Writing Paper Company, 
$23,906; Ticonderoga Pulp and Paper Company, $2,371; 
Jessup & Moore Paper Company, $1,776. 

Judge Holt, of the United States District Court, appointed 
Peter Alexander receiver and authorized him to continue 
the business for ten days. The liabilities were stated to 
be $85,000. The assets consist of merchandise and accounts, 
the value of which was not given, but is supposed to be 
at least $40,000. The bankruptcy was a surprise to the 
trade here, as it was supposed the company was doing a 
large business and making money. The company occupies 
the entire building at No. 23 Beekman street, and usually 
carried a stock of $40,000. 

Mr. Merriam said that the cause of the trouble was 
losses in the Broadway Magazine Company, of No. 497 
Pearl street, against which a creditors’ petition in bank- 
ruptcy was filed on April 12. In November last Mr. Mer- 
riam took hold of the Broadway Magazine Company and 
became treasurer of it, creditors having placed the man- 
agement of the company in his hands. Mr. Merriam 
stated that the condition of the Broadway Company had 
been misrepresented to him, and that after he became 
treasurer he found existing against the concern many 
claims of which he had no knowledge. 

The business of the E. J. Merriam Company is going 
along the same as usual, the receiver buying and selling 
just as the company did before his appointment. 


Rust Spots on Calender Rolls. 


Calender rolls are a constant source of worry to the 
paper maker, in particular the rust spots that make their 
appearance on new rolls. The greater the care taken to 
polish them up on every opportunity the longer the trouble 
seems to last. After each attempt to remove them they ap 
pear again more pronounced than ever. How is it that rust 
spots do not form on rolls which have been some time in 


use? Simply because while in use they have become cov- 
ered with a thin layer of adherent oxide which is perma 
nent and preserves the iron from further action. A writer 
in the Wochenblatt gives a recipe for artificially coating the 
rolls with this thin permanent rust film. In the mills the 
new bright metal surface is often smeared with tallow. This 
must be removed and the rolls put in a moist place so sup- 
ported that the metal surface is wholly free. After a few 
days the thin rust layer which has formed is rubbed well in 
all over the surface. with a moist cloth. This operation is 
repeated three or four times and completed by rubbing 
over with petroleum to remove dirt and dust particles. The 
rolls are now ready, and can be used straightaway without 
causing further trouble. The operations may be hastened 
by using weak vinegar (one part of vinegar and three of 
water), and wiping with a cloth dipped in the liquid. The 
rust layer then forms in a few hours and the operation can 
be repeated three or four times. In the course of a day a 
sufficiently thick layer of oxide has accumulated. 


Heavy Rains in Wisconsin. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

App.LeTton, Wis., June 6, 1904.—Last week was another of 
almost continuous rain and for the first time this season the 
Wisconsin River is reported to be getting dangerously 
high. Some of the mills have had to cease operations for a 
day or two on account of the water getting into the base- 
ments of the buildings. The wet weather is bringing a 
great deal of water down the Fox River also, and assures 
the sluicing of water through the dams for a considerable 
time longer. If the paper mills stay down long on account 
of the lockout most of the water will go over and through 
the dams instead of through the wheels, and the appearance 
of the main channel of the river will be greatly changed 
by the increase of water given to it. Fox River. 


Pulp Wood Embargo Lifted. 

DututH, Minn., June 4, t904.—The embargo that was 
placed upon pulp wood shipments by the receiving roads 
has been lifted, and pulp wood contractors are once more 
doing business. The cut for the winter has been reduced, 
however, 2bout 20 per cent., and where they figured on 
getting out at least 125,000 cords they now think that 1oo,- 
000 cords will be the limit.

THE STRAW CROP.

Biggs Rotaries to Japan. 


The Biggs Boiler Works Company, Akron, Ohio, has 
received, through its New York representative, an order 
for what is said to be the heaviest rotary Globe bleaching 
boiler ever constructed. It will go to Japan. 

The rotary is to be the company’s standard 14 foot di- 
ameter, of the butt joint type. The shell will be seven- 
eighths of an inch thick, with 1 inch strips over the joints. 
Rivets are to be 1 inch in diameter and countersunk on 
the inside, making a smooth inner surface which will be 
covered with a thick lead lining. The rotary will carry 
100 pounds of steam .working préssure. 

This is the fourth Japanese order which the Biggs Com- 
pany has handled in recent years, and it bespeaks the es- 
teem in which the Biggs rotaries are held. 

The company’s domestic orders during the past twelve 
months show an increase over previous years, many of the 
installations having been made in plants where boilers fur- 
nished by the company hitherto have been ia daily use.

lower grades of sulphate of alumina can be used in sizi: 
without affecting the shade; and whereas the Metanil y: 
low reddens .with a relatively small change of temperatur: 
the new color is not affected even if the drying cylind: 
be overheated. Metanil yellow is considered a compara 
tively fast dye, but the new color is said to far exceed it 
this respect. A comparative test showed that the new col: 
for a long period stood the action of light well, while t! 
Metanil yellow in a few days turned gray, and then con 
pletely faded. 

A number of other advantages are claimed for this new 
color, and it is especially recommended for dyeing chemi 
pulp and rag papers. It can also be used for papers co 
taining mechanical pulp, although the intensity of the

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Some Labor Topics. 


This seems to be the season of strikes. In the Fox 
River Valley the employees of the mills that have been run- 
ning on the short week schedule have gone on vacation, the 
manufacturers having posted notices that hereafter the 
mills would run on the long week. 

At Glens Falls, N. Y., there is also a strike in an Inter- 
national Paper Company mill, and at present the only ques- 
tion involved seems to be the reinstatement of a steamfit- 
ter. It is, however, stated that there is a possibility that the 
strike may be continued on the basis of a demand for the 
adoption of a “three tour” system at once, to which de- 
mand, it is understood, the International Paper Company 
does not intend to give a favorable reply. 

It is interesting in this connection to note that the St. 
Regis Paper Company on Monday started its four ma- 
chine news mill at Deferiet, N. Y.,on a “three tour” basis, 
the wages of the men on the new schedule being only a 
little less than on the “two tour” system. The owners 
believe that the increased tonnage that they will obtain 
will be sufficient to keep the cost of production at about 
the point where it is under the old method of operation. 
This is the second news mill company to adopt “three 
tours,” the first one being the Great Northern Paper Com- 
pany, of Millinocket, Me. 

This no doubt is encouraging for the advocates of the 
“three tour” system, and it would not be surprising it the 
advantage gained was followed up by demands for similar 
action on the part of other news manufacturers. 


The Question of Short Weight. 

In this issue of THe Paver Trape JourNaAL we print 
with much pleasure some comments by Mr. J. E. Linde, 
secretary of the National Paper Trade Association, on the 
position taken by us editorially as to a resolution passed by 
that association. This resolution was a request to manu- 
facturers not to stencil paper with marks indicating weights 
other than those billed and charged. Mr. Linde, of course, 
expresses his abhorrence of the “short weight” scheme, as 
does every other reputable dealer. His main desire is to 
defend the action of the association of which he is an of- 
ficer, and to correct the erroneous impression, if it should 
exist, that the practice of giving “short weight” was gen- 
eral. 

We appreciate fully Mr. Linde’s argument, but we still 
hold to the opinion expressed heretofore. There is no 
question that the great majority of paper makers and paper 
dealers are reputable men, who would not be guilty of 
stenciling packages with one weight and billing and charg- 
ing another. There are, however, in the paper trade, as in 
other trades, some scallawags who do stoop to these things. 
The practice of giving “short weight,” or, to express it more 
definitely, of marking a package of paper with a false 
weight in order to get more money out of the customer, 
is not a trade abuse. It is a crime. It is obtaining money 
by false pretenses, and such action should not be ap- 
proached in any conciliatory spirit. The further fact that 
this kind of work is done by a few, and is not counte- 
nanced by the great majority of the trade, is all the more 
reason why those who do practice it should be at once cut 
off from all business fellowship with honest men. 

The few scamps who tamper with weight marks are not 
confined to any one locality, and even New York is not 
free from them. ‘To cite a case in point, it is only a few 
weeks ago that a small dealer made application to a mill 
agent in New York to have bundles stenciled fraudulently, 
and was surprised that his request was promptly denied. 

Such people as this dealer should be made to feel that 
the opinion of the trade is against them and their prac- 
tices. They should be given to understand that their 
schemes will be upset at every possible point, so that the 


odium of their doings may not attach to the trade at large. 


Philadelphia Should Organize. 

Advices from Philadelphia are to the effect that each 
member of the jobbing paper trade in that city is to have 
an opportunity to say whether in his opinion there should 
be a paper trade association, affiliated with the National 
Paper Trade Association, organized in that city, The 
unanimous response should be yes. It should be made not 
in a half hearted, perfunctory way, but in an enthusiastic, 





cordial spirit that should result at once in the formation 


of a strong trade body. The very fact that there is now 


no such association and that it is admitted that it would 
be a benefit is the strongest evidence of the need of such 
an institution. 

In private conversation members of the Philadelphia 
trade acknowledge that an organization would be a benefit 
“but——.” The fact that that “but” is there shows th: 
necessity for united action. Let the Philadelphia men get 
together. If the association does no more than to bring 
the paper men of the Quaker City in closer intercours: 
“outside the shop” at regular intervals with one anothe: 
and with their fellows in other associations it will be oi 
substantial benefit. There should be a closer bond of unio: 
between men in the same line of business other than that 
founded on a competition for orders, and with that bond 
established by means of a central trade society, conducted 
on proper lines, much of the harshness of competition wil! 
disappear. It is not expected that competitors will then 
regard one another as angels or do business in a “my 
dear Gaston” and “my dear Alphonse” spirit, especially 
if a desirable order is in sight; but by meeting in a busi 
ness association and discussing general questions in a fair, 
liberal minded manner they will certainly to a large de 
gree cease to believe that active competitors are as black 
as they are sometimes painted. 

We trust that in an early issue we may have the pleas 
ure of announcing that Philadelphia has at last a ful! 
fledged working paper trade association. 


The preciseness with which the daily papers figure out 
matters in connection with the paper industry is interest- 
ing, even if it is not very instructive. For instance, th 
New York World, that famous truth teller, relates th: 
story of a shipment of fly paper sent by a New York firn 
to Butte, Mon., where the sticky sheets are to be used 
to free the copper mines of flies. According to the story 
teller, this consignment of two cars contained 1,100,000 
sheets and each sheet is to catch 5,000 flies, the total num 
ber of flies to be caught being 5,500,000. The cost of th: 
paper was placed at $8,000. It would be much to the point 
if the size of the sheet that is to catch 5,000 flies wer 
given. It would also be somewhat of the same nature t 
have the name of the man who is to count the flies, so a 
to know when the sheet is used up. A dispatch fron 
Wabash, Ind., says that a man who was at one time con 
nected with a coating mill there has entered into an agre: 
ment to furnish all the raw materials used by the pape!

The Paper Trade in Roumania. 


At the close of last year the manufacture of paper and 
boards was carried on in Roumania by eight firms (five 
Roumanian, two foreign, and one Jewish) having a total 
actual capital of £311,200, of which machinery stood for 
£148,418, the remainder being represented by the value of 
land and buildings, says the World’s Paper Trade Review. 
The total working capital employed was about £126,000. 
Four of these firms, however, only possessed a capital not 
exceeding £11,000 apiece. All the firms except one enjoy 
the privileges conferred by the law for the encouragement 
of national industry. The motive power used in the mills 
included fourteen steam engines aggregating 1,470 horse 
power, and twenty turbines aggregating 2,415 horse power. 
In addition to coal, these consumed, in 1903, 25,829 tons of 
wood, 150 tons of lignite, and 1,417 tons of petroleum. 
The staffs employed include 30 Roumanians, 13 foreigners, 
and 7 Jews in the administrative department, and 862 
Roumanians, 136 foreigners, and one Jew in the manufac- 
turing departments; 748 of the men and 128 of the women 
employed were aged sixteen years or upward. The day’s 
work consists of over ten hours in two of the mills, and 
varied between eight and ten in the others. The value of 
the raw materials employed last year reached a total of 
£72,900, of which £42,000 worth came from abroad. The 
paper, &c., made was valued at £240,000, and included 4,148 
tons of writing paper, valued, with the printings, at £116,- 
000; 2,634 tons of wrappings, value £35,000; 1,261 tons of 
boards, value £13,500, and paper bags, £13,500 worth. 

The wood pulp imported in 1903 was 3,660 tons, but the 
Letea Paper Mills Company has lately constructed a pulp 
works at a cost of nearly £24,000, which it is expected will, 
in future, turn out all the pulp required by the Roumanian 
mills. In 1885 the consumption of paper and boards in 
the country was only 2,705 tons (nearly all imported), but 
last year it was 8,000 tons, of which 7,500 tons were made 
in Roumania. Eighty per cent. of the local demand is for 
wrappings and printings, and as most of this is made in 
the country itself it is expected that the customs import 
duties on these sorts will be diminished from about 28s. 
per hundredweight to 14s., or 18s. per hundredweight on 
the latter, and to 6s. instead of 7s. 6d. on the former kind. 
It is not likely, however, that the old protectionist duties 
on other classes of paper will be modified. As far as the 
principal paper using industries are concerned there are 
practically only five firms in this line, of which one (the 
State cigarette factory) employs nearly half the total capi- 
tal employed in this line, which is £31,000. The paper used 
by this concern was valued in 1903 at £142,000. Last year’s 
production of paper at the Letea mills was 2,563 tons, being 
136 tons less than in 1902; 2,523 tons were sold, and the 
wood pulp manufactured cost £23,500 to produce. The 
nominal capital is £130,000, of which £112,000 is taken up, 
and on this a dividend at the rate of 5s. per share was 
paid, the net profits for the year amounting to £8,670.

The new mill of the Consolidated Water Power and 
Paper Company at Grand Rapids, Wis., began operation 
last week. °

the road from his big lumber mills at the Chaudiere, Ot- 
tawa, Canada, have begun turning out pulp. 

The body of Frank Jackson, an employee of the Kimberly 
& Clark Company at its Niagara Mill, was found last week 
in the river at Marinette, 100 miles from the place where 
the man slipped into the water. 

Jacob Myer, an employee of the Champion Coated Paper 
Company, Hamilton, Ohio, had his hand caught in a lathe 
while at work and his fingers were badly crushed. He will 
be incapacitated for some time. 

Some local mathematician has calculated that the output 
of the seven big news paper mills on the Wisconsin River, 
if made into a single sheet, would be 1oo feet wide and 
would run off at the rate of 5 miles an hour, being sufficient 
to give 5,000,000 people a daily paper every evening. 

The Riordon Paper Mills, of Merritton, Canada, shut 
down on June 1 because the teamsters refused to handle 


stock from non-union paper makers and the firemen re- 
fused to make steam for them. All the men will be paid 
off. The mill will be started up as an open shop and the 
company is now securing firemen and laborers. 

Action has been begun by the Wolf River Paper and 
Fibre Company, of Shawano, Wis., against G. W. Price and 
M. D. McHenry, special agents of the United States Gov- 
ernment Land Department, to secure the release of 4,000,000 
feet of pulp wood cut on the Stockbridge reservation. 


The Progressive Pulp and Paper Company, of Washing- 
ton County, N. Y., has certified to the Secretary of State 
that $30,000 of its capital stock has been paid in in cash and 
$75,000 in property. Among the directors are John J. Cun- 
ningham, Grenville M. Ingalsbe and William J. Gallagher. 


An elevator accident occurred at the pulp mill at Mad- 
ison, Me., William Mason and Mr. Ross were 
engaged in carrying a load of paper when the elevator 
stuck, and while the men were endeavoring to start it it 
suddenly gave way and fell to the basement. Mr. Mason 
sustained a broken leg and Mr. Ross was bruised about the 
head and shoulders, but received no serious injuries.

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QUEBEC PULP WOOD ASSOCIATION. 


Its Annual Banquet Held at Sherbrooke—Those,Who Were 
Present—Speeches by H. M. Price, E. W. Tobin, Mayor 
Camirand, William Farwell and Others. 


SHERBROOKE, Canada, June 4, 1904—The annual banquet 
of the Quebec Pulp Wood Association was held in the 
Grand Central Hotel last Tuesday evening and was a great 
success. 

After the good things had been dealt with the toast list 
brought out various views as to how the best interests of 
the association could be served, and at the same time keep 
in view the interests of the country. 

H. M. Price, Quebec, president of the association, pre- 
sided, and seated at his right were Mayor J. O. Camirand 
and J. H. Walsh, general passenger agent of the Q.C. R., 
and at his left William Farwell, president, and James Mc- 
Kinnon, general manager of the Eastern Townships Bank. 
Among those present were E. W. Tobin, M. P.; B. A. 
Dugal, manager Bank National; F. N. McCrea, B. C. 
Howard, D. O. E. Denault, E. C. Gatien, E. Lagueux, L. S. 
Channell, L. A. Belanger, J. S. Tetreault, A. Gendron, J. A. 
Precourt, Sherbrooke; John Champoux, D’Israeli; D. H. 
Pennington, St. Julie; G. C. Poulin, St. Jean; O. C. Mor- 
risette, Lake Megantic; C. C. Wilson, Lewiston, Me.; L. 
Bolduc and N. T. Turgeon, St. Francis; G. P. Nadeau, 
Stanfold; B. Quinn, Windsor Mills. 

The toast of “The King” having been duly honored, O. C. 
Morrisette, of Lake Megantic, proposed the toast of “The 
Quebec Pulp Wood Association,” coupling with it the name 
of the president of the association. 

In reply Mr. Price stated that inquiry had often been 
made as to what were the objects of the association, and 
as some might misunderstand what they were he would 
state briefly the reason why they had formed them- 
into an association. They were joined together 
to promote the pulp wood interests in the Province of 
Quebec by union and co-operation, and to impress upon the 
shippers that ¢ was in their interests to ship nothing but 
pulp wood of the very best quality; to see that all con- 
tracts were observed, and see that they got the necessary 
railway facilities. After referring to some of the other ob- 
jects of the association, Mr. Price went on to deal with the 
shipment of pulp wood to the United States. It was ap- 
parent to everyone in the business that the United States 
was dependent to a great extent on Canada for its supply 
of pulp wood. From statistics, with which he had been 
furnished, he found that the United States consumed about 
2,000,000 cords of pulp wood, and from the same figures he 
found that Canada supplied about 400,000 cords. Canada 
shipped about the same quantity of ground pulp wood as 
in the cord. He was of the opinion that the whole of the 
pulp wood should be manufactured in Canada. He was a 
strong protectionist, and believed that all Canadians should 
be protectionists in so far as protecting their industries 
was concerned. If steps were taken to protect the pulp 
wood industry it would mean that capital would be brought 
into the country, and the pulp wood would be manufactured 
in Canada. Continuing, he said that they should take every 
means to see that the wood which they contracted for 
should be of the full length. Complaints had been received 
in regard to this, and the sooner it was stopped the better. 

KE. W. Tobin, M. P. for Richmond and Wolfe, spoke at 
some length on the pulp wood question as it was before the 
country today. He believed that they should join together 
and see that the pulp wood which they sold was f. o. b. on 
the cars. There had been agreat increase in the pulp wood 
While they might all 
be protectionists in so far as the lumber business was con-

cerned, he believed that what they really needed was more 
capital. They were getting a good price for pulp wood to- 
day. The mills in Canada were getting $4 to $5 a cord, 
while in New York State it was selling for $11 a cord. 
He did not believe in an export duty on pulp wood, because 
if that were put on it would affect the farmers and settlers. 
Mr. Tobin suggested that the association should take up 
the question of insurance, and if they worked together as 
an association they would get cheaper rates. 

F. N. McCrea proposed “Our Guests,” and coupled with 
the toast the mayor of Sherbrooke, Dr. Camirand, William 
Farwell, and J. H

J. H. Walsh said that the railways were in close touch 
with and greatly interested in the pulp wood business. The 
shipment of pulp was a source of revenue to the railways. 
He was somewhat surprised at the figures given by the 
president in regard to the amount of pulp wood shipped to 
the United States. He thought he was safe in saying that 
of the 400,000 cords, half of that quantity went through 
Sherbrooke. 

B. C. Howard proposed the toast of “The Press,” which 
was responded to by L. S. Channell, of the Record; L. A. 
Belanger, of the Progrés, and H. Logie, of the Examiner. 

Mr. Wilson, a large lumber dealer from Maine, said a 
few words on the call of the chairman. He said the re- 
sources of Canada were enormous, and it was to their in- 
terests to see that they were fully protected. 

“The Ladies” was replied to by B. Quinn, Windsor Mills, 
and J. Champoux, D’Israeli, and Mr. Tetreault, Sher- 
brooke. 

James McKinnon, general manager of the E. T. Bank, 
said it gave him great pleasure to be present that even- 
ing. He took issue with the figures presented by the 
chairman, in regard to the quantity of pulp wood shipped 
to the United States. He had been informed by a leading 
railway man in Boston that fully 800,000 cords of pulp 
wood was shipped from Canada. He had been told by 
leading business men in the United States that the Cana- 
dians were fools to let so much go out of the country. If 
steps were taken to stop the export ‘of pulp wood it would 
mean that American capitalists would have to come into 
this country. 

After some remarks by Mr. Dugal, manager Bank Na- 
tional; D. O. E. Denault and E. C. Gatien, Mayor J. O. 
Camirand proposed the health of the president, H. M. 
Price, Quebec. The toast was honored with enthusiasm 
and with the singing of “For He’s a Jolly Good Fellow.” 

Mr. Price replied briefly, and having proposed the health 
of their host, J. A. Gauthier, the first annual banquet of 
the Quebec Pulp Wood Association closed with the singing 
of “God Save the King.” 


“The Reeves” Speed Transmission. 

Thete is herewith illustrated the interior*of the machine 
room of the Lafayette Box Board and Paper Company, 
there being in the foreground the “Reeves” variable speed 
transmission, Class D, No. 11, which drives the 122 inch 
board machine. This board machine was built by the Be- 
loit Iron Works, of Beloit, Wis., and the transmission by 
the Reeves Pulley Company, of Columbus, Ohio. The 
whole installation is said to be a model in every respect. 

Last week the Reeves Pulley Company closed a contract 
with S. D. Warren & Co., of Cumberland Mills, Me., for a 


out a number of improved forms of pop valves for sta- 
tionary, marine, locomotive and portable boilers, as well 
as a variety of cylinder reliefs, water reliefs, high pressure 
and hydraulic relief valves for all purposes and pressures 

The construction of these valves embodies a self adjust- 
ing feature which automatically regulates the “pop” of the 
valve. In other words, it maintains the least waste of 
steam between the opening and closing points, an im- 
provement which will be readily appreciated, as there is 
no necessity of readjusting to regulate the pop on 
changes in the set pressure. This is more clearly ex 
plained as follows: 

In all pop safety valves it is necessary to have a “pop” 
or huddling chamber into which the steam expands when 
the main valve opens, thereby creating an additional lift- 
ing force proportionate to this increased area and 
greater than the force of the spring, thus holding the 





valve open until pressure is relieved. Means must also be 
provided to relieve this “pop” chamber of pressure, in 
order to allow the valve to close promptly and easily. 
This is accomplished by the Crane self adjusting auxiliary 
valve and spring, which are entirely independent of the 
main valve and spring, and to further explain their oper- 
ation it may be stated that the steam in the “pop” 
chamber finds a passage through holes or ports into an 
annular space provided in the auxiliary valve or disk, and 
by reason of the light auxiliary spring this pressure lifts 
the auxiliary valve and allows the steam in the “pop” cham 
ber to gradually escape, thus permitting a greater range 
in setting pressures with the least waste of steam and at 
the same time supplying a cushion or balancing medium, 
thereby preventing any chattering or hammering and af- 
fording the easiest possible action in closing. 

This feature is embodied in no other make of valve, 
and, unlike other pop valves, in changing set pressures 
within reasonable limits of the spring capacity nothing 
further is to be done but simply turn down or out (for a 
higher or lower pressure) on the screw pressure plug at 
top of the valve. 

The Crane encased spring valves are constructed with 
a casing or chamber enclosing both springs, protecting

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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Paper Coating or Enameling Composition, Patented by W. 
A. Hall, of Bellows Falls, Vt.—Apparatus 
for Making Cloth Lined Paper. 


William A. Hall, of Bellows Falls, Vt., has been granted 
patent No. 761,374 for a paper coating or enameling com- 
position. 

“Paper coating enameling compositions 
largely made from alkaline solutions of casein and china 
clay,” says the inventor; “but for the better class of work, 
and particularly on all wood papers, these casein composi- 
tions have proved too hard and have a tendency to resist 
ink, and this has compelled the use of animal glue in 
place of casein, although glue is objectionable, owing to 
its dark color, odor and cost. Many attempts have been 
made to produce softer paper coating casein compositions 
by adding glycerine, waxes and other softeners, but these 
substances, having no adhesiveness, have added to the cost 
without being essentially beneficial. 

“I have discovered that the objections to casein in paper 
coating or enameling compositions can be readily over- 
come by using it in connection with modified starches or 
other amylaceous substances, such as flour, and by ‘amyla- 
ceous substances’ I mean those which have been rendered 
soluble and thin flowing by treatment with acid or by 
oxidation. Now these modified amylaceous substances 
cannot be used as an adhesive in paper coating or enamel- 
ing composition by themselves, as they are not sufficiently 
strong, are too soft, and will not produce a coating or an 
enameled surface on paper which will be suitable for litho- 
graphing or printing, but when used with casein an en- 
tirely different result is obtained. The casein being of a 
waterproof nature and very strong as an adhesive makes 
up the deficiency of the modified starch or other amylaceous 
substances in these respects, and the coatings produced are 
soft, pliable and take the ink well. The proportions are 


or are now 


immaterial and are governed by the class of goods which 
it is desired to produce. I have obtained the best results 
with from one-third to one-half of modified starch to two- 
thirds to one-half of casein for the adhesive, using of this 
adhesive in the coating or enameling composition about 16 
per cent. of an alkali or a substance with an alkaline reac- 
tion (preferably ammonia or borax) one and one-half per 
cent. of the entire coating composition, of an earthy or 
mineral base consisting of china clay or substitute for the 
same (such as calcium or barium sulphate) 82% per cent., 
although I do not wish to limit myself to these exact 
proportions. Of course these ingredients are worked up 
in a sufficient amount ot water to obtain a paintlike mass. 

“Previously to mixing the ingredients the casein is 
preferably dissolved in an alkaline solution, and the modi- 
fied starch or other amylaceous substance is also preferably 
dissolved in hot or boiling water, and preferably 5 per 
cent. (of the weight of modified starch) of borax is added 
to the modified starch to make it gummy and prevent it 
becoming white and thick when cold. These materials 
may, however, be mixed before being dissolved. A mix- 
ture of these two solutions in the desired proportions is 
added while hot to the china clay or other base, which has 
previously been worked into a creamy consistency or thick 
liquid mass in warm water. The completed mixture is 
run warm on the paper coating machine and spread with 
brushes onto the surfaces of the papers.”

- To Survey Pulp Wood Lands. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Victoria, B. C., June 1, 1904.—At Vancouver last week 
the contract for the completion of the survey of 22,200 
acres of timber land up the coast was awarded by the 
Orienta] Pulp and Power Company to W. A. Bauer. The 
completion of this work will finish all the surveys of the 
company’s lands and make the concession from the Gov- 
ernment complete. 

The company received a concession from the Provincial 
Government of 83,200 acres, and has already obtained 
leases for 61,000 acres. The erection of the pulp and 
paper mills will be commenced as soon as material can be 
placed on the site, and will be rushed to completion. Ac- 
cording to the provincial act governing the concession the 
building must be in place and shipping of news print 
started by the end of 1906. 

The lands surveyed and to be surveyed are situated on 
Princess Royal Island, Gardiner’s Canal, Kitamaat Island, 
Finlayson Channel, Yeo Island, Emily Peninsula and Rode- 
rick Island, all adjacent to the company’s mill and town 
site on Swanson’s Bay, Graham’s Reach, about 400 miles 
up to the coast from Vancouver. 

The timber is all spruce and of good quality, and Mr. 
MacKinnon, manager of the company, stated that his com- 
pany would be shipping 100 tons of news per day by the 
time set forth in the contract with the Government. 

Mr. Bauer and his party of surveyors will go north at 
once to fulfill the surveying part of the contract. The 
work will take well into the summer, and building will go 
on at the same time.
